Her 
present address is known only to her moth- 
er, Mrs. Jackson of 423 North Taylor ave- 


nue and other rejatives. 

She spent the greater part of the sum- 
mer out of the city and returned expressly 
10 get possession of her child. She was as- 
Bisted by a Mrs. Hawkins, it is said. 

The kidnaping was sensational and was 
the successful resuit of a well-laid plan. 
It Was accomplished in broad daylight on 
@ busy street. A crowd witnessed the strug- 
wie between the mother and grandmother 
“and one man interfered, but through sym- 
mthy for the mother, desisted when he 
earned the facts. 

Mrs. Yerger Gisguised herself so as not 
to be recognized by the grandmother, but 
the latter's intention told her who the kid- 
napper was. 

Immediately after securing possession of 
Georgie Mrs. Yerger sent word by a mess- 
enger to her mother that she had the 
ch,d and wou.d Keep it in a piuce OF sa.ecy 
known to both of them, 

he boy has been in the custody of his 
father since the divorce was refused. For 
a time the father and boy lived with the 
former's mother, Mrs. Cornelia E. Yerker, 
at 3008 Thomas street. 

While living there the boy was stolen or 
strayed from the father at Boyle avenue 
and Olive street. He was returned home 
by a negro after an absence of six hours. 

Two weeks ago the Yergers moved to 
3100 Sheridan avenue. The father left town 
on a business trip about one week ago. It 
was the grandmother's custom to walk out 
with the boy dally. These walks were 
taken in the early evening, just before 
dusk.

Magistrate Bertullus Proves to Be a

M. Bertullus, the examining magistrate, 
‘was the next witness. There had been 
lively anticipations of an interesting con- 
frontation. The magistrate inquired into 
the charges made against Esterhazy by his 
cousin, Christian, and it was expected 
that Bertullus would be confronted with 
Gen. Roget, who so tartiy criticised the 
magistrate yesterday. But the president 
of the court invited M. Bertullus to pro- 
ceed with his deposition. 

The witness spoke in a low, husky voice, 
which was almost unintelligible to the court 
and counsel. He was ineffectually urged to 
raisé his voice. 

M. Bertullus described how Maj. Ravary 
asked his assistance in examining the se- 
cret dossier at the Cherche Midi Prison, 
and how, after he had turned the contents 
of the documents, he declared to Maj. Ra- 
vary that there was a flaw in the dossier 
which would occasion the collapse of the 
whole case. 

The witness explained that he meant the 
petit bleu. It must be proved, he told the 
Major, that the petit bieu was a forgery 
and the work of Co). Picquart, and that as 
long as that was not proved the case couid 
not hold. 

M. Bertullus recapitulated the evidence

M. Bertullus said his belief in the inno- 
cence of Dreyfus was also based on docu- 


ments in the secret dossier which he had 
seen. 
But what, above all. confirmed the wit- 


ness in his belief was the entire absence of 
a motive which could have tempted Drey- 
fus to commit such a crime. 

“Without motives,’’ emphatically declared 
the experienced magistrate, “there was no 
crime.” 


The earnestness with which M. Bertullus | 


insisted upon the innocence of the accused 
created a profound impression upon his 


hearers. 

“You have been told,” he said, “that 
Dreyfus is guilty. ‘For myself, I believe, 
and belicve profoundly, in his innocence. 

“If I come here to tell you so, you will 
understand that it is because my conscience | 
tells me that in so doing I am performing 
a duty, an absolute duty. 

“The Court of Cassation has declared the 
bordereau to be the work of Bsterhazy.

Why Dreyfus Could Not Have Written 
the Bordereau. 

Col. Picquart was then called to the wit- 
ness stand. He protested most firmly 
against all suspicion of his having caused 
the disappearance of any documents relat- 
ing to Dreyfus. Documents had disap- 


peared, but he was not connected with 
their disappearance. He also repelled with 
scorn the assertion that he had endeavored 
to put another officer ‘in the place of the 
real author of the bordereau. 

“It is true,’’ the witness continued, “that 
| the name of Capt. Dorval being mentioned 
to me as a dangerous man, I had him 
watched, and do you know, gentlemen, by 
whom Dorval was denounced? By his own 
cousin,”’ continued Picquart, “Major Du 
Paty de Clam.”’ (Sensation.) 

Col. Picquart nex proceeded to reply to 
the various attacks made upon him. 

“These tactics,.”’ he said, “are evidently 
pursued with the object of lessening the 
value of my testimony.” 

The Colonel next outlined his connection 
with Dreyfus at the military college, and 
afterwards at the Ministry of War, where, 
owing to the anti-Semite prejvdices of tie 
general staff, he first appointed Dreyfus to 
a department where probationers had no 
direct cognizance cof the secret documents, 

He then described the consternation In 
the War Office when the treason was dls- 
covered and the relief experienced when it 
was thought the guilty person had been 
aiscovered. It was then the witness dis- 
covered the supposed similarity between 
the handwriting of Drevfus and that of the 
bordereau and he had recourse to Du Paty 
de Clam, ‘“‘who was supposed to have 
graphological knowledge.’ (Laughter.) 

hen the witness described what he char- 
acterized as “‘the irregular steps’’ taken by 
Gen. Mercier to accomplish the arrest of 
Dreyfus. 

Referring to the dictation test the witness 
earnestly and emphatically affirmed that he 
saw no signs of perturbation in the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus on that occasion, and, 
moreover, shortly afterwards Paty de Clam 
admitted he had not found a fresh charge 
against Dreyfus. 

“Beyond the bordereau,” added the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘there was nothing against Dreyfus— 
absolutely nothing.” 

‘*His impression during the investigation,” 
continued Col. Picquart, “‘wae that acqult- 
tal of the accused was probable, as the 
evidence was not sufficient. Witness be- 
lieved he had even told the Minister of War 
that the condemnation of the accueed could 
not be secured unless the courtmartial had

been shown the secret documents. The 
Colonel next declared that in 1894 he did 
not know the cosptents of the secret dos- 


sier, but he believed, like all other officers. 
that it contained frightful proofs against 
the prisoner. When he became acquainted 


with its contents, however, he found that 
his ‘‘earlier impressions were entirely 
wrong.” (Prolonged sensation.) 


Picquart then recalled the vehement pro- 
tests of innocence which the prisoner had 
not ceased to make during all phases of 
the degradation. The witness declared he 
Was guite ignorant of the confessions Drey- 


fus is alleged to have made to Capt. Le 
Brun Renault. 
Picquart defended himself against the 


charge that he had always directed his ef- 
forts towards the rehabilitation of Drey- 
fus. He said he had only directed the in- 
vestigations made to that end when he 
became aware that the writings of Ester- 
hazy and the bordereau were identical, and 
that, consequently, the charges against 
Dreyfus no longer existed. 


Picquart took his discoveries to Gen. de 
Roisdeffre, who referred him to Gen. Gonse. 
The latter, on seeing the een exclaimed 
|that there had been a mistake made. but 
ito!d JPicquart to keep matters quiet. When 
the War Minister (Cavaignac) ordered an 
j investigation of Esterhazy’s case, Picquart 
'alleges Esterhazy was informed of it. 
Shortly after this Col. Picquart was. sent 
ito Tunis on a dangerous mission. 

Col. Picquart said Du Paty de Clam never 
seemed able to keep himself out of the 
‘case. He asked how Dreyfus could know 
the military secrets which had been be- 
'trayed when he (Picquart), as chief of the 
| Intelligence Bureau, did not know them, 
'}and which could have been known only in 
the bureau of Du Paty de Clam.

During the course of his testimony Col. 
'Picquart asked to be confronted with Maj.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 17.—When Jo- 
seph Benoist made his will bequeathing his 
fortune to charity he foresaw that his half- 
brother, Napoleon A. Lachapelle, and per- 
haps his only sister, Celina, would contest 
his will, and so, for the guidance of the 
executors of his will In case such litigation 
should begin, he wrote a history of his life 
and left it with his will. The autobiography 
was written in January, 1898, and covers 30 


sheets of foolscap paper. In it Mr. Benoist 
speaks of his half brother Napoleon as a 
“dissipated wretch.’’ The family history 
which the story discloses gives one an un- 
derstanding of the irony in that clause of 
Joseph Benoist’s willin which he bequeaths 
to Napoleon $1, his old trunk and valise 
and such of his old clothing as is “‘fit to 
ear.’ 
The statement begins: 
“To my executors: I am over 7? years of 
age and am Hable to pass away at any 
moment. have made my last will and 
have devised my property to go where I 
think it will do the most good to the great- 
est number, regardless of nationality, creed, 
color or condition in life. I deem it proper 
and necessary to give you a sketch of my 
life and throw some light on some trans- 
actions that may assist you should liti- 
a arise in the. settlement of my es- 
ate 

Then follows a detailed history of Mr. 
Benoist’s life. In the course of the story 
he tells about the death of his father and 
the marriage of his mother to Lachapelle, 
the birth of his half-brother Napoleon and 
the death of his mother by cancer. At this 
point the narrative proceeds: 

“Napoleon was left utterly penniless. At 
his urgent request I took him with me to 

Soto and earnestly taught him what I 
could in the way of business. In 1867 I 
decided to move to Baxter Springs, Kan. 
I left my stock of goods, amounting to sev- 
eral thousand dollars, in the hands of Na- 
poleon and one Edmond Richer, a good, 
sober man, as hig partner. Neither had 
any money, They were to go on with the 
business, already well established, and the 
best in the town, sell the goods and pay 
oe them out of the prafits in course of 

me 

In the early part of 1869 Mr. Richer wrote 
me that ‘Napoleon was drinking and wast ing, 
the firm's money. A few months later he 
wrote me that he was going away, as he 
could see but failure before him, and if I 
wanted to save something I had better come 
soon and protect my interest. I went to 
DeSoto, packed what was left of the stock 
and shipped it to Baxter Springs, and I 
took Napoleon along with me. In 1873 the 
Missouri, Kaneas & Texas Railroad was 
being built from Junction City, Kan., in 
the direction of Texas by way of Chetopa, 
2) miles west of Baxter. Being familiar 
with the Indlans and the stockmen from 
Baxter to the Gulf, It struck me that I 
could make a large amount of money by 
following the construction of the railroad 
and keeping a good stock of goods in a 
large tent. 


*“T intended to go on the road myself. At 
this juncture Napoleon proposed to me and 
insisted on taking charge of the enterprise 

as my partner, or on his own account if I 

would give him the start. I thought over 
the matter and decided to give him another 
chance and establish him in business once 
more. I admitted as h!s partner John Nev- 
ins, a merchant of Baxter Springs, a sober 
man and a fairly rood business man. I put 
in the concern about $000 and Nevins about 
$000. When Napoleon left me I warned 
him that if through any bad conduct on 
his part he failed of success I never would 
do another thing for him whilst I lived. I! 
made my word good. 

“About a year later Nevins informed me 
that Napoleon was neglecting his business 
and <1! ssipating. Later Nevins bought Na- 
poleon’'s interest and paid him for it, and in 
a very short time Napoleon squandered the 
money, and when reduced to want hired out 
as a cowboy. Later he has ap»lied to ‘me 
for assistance repeatedly, but I have firm!y 
declined to do anything for him convinced 
that it would be throwing money away. 
He has marr ‘ed a widow Ww ho Ow ns Aa farm 
of several hundred acres near Archer, Tex. 
where he now resides. Within the last few 
days (January. 1898). T have been informed 
that her farm has been mortgaged for about 
all it is worth and will be sold shortly un- 
der foreclosure. Of course Napoleon wasted 
and squandered the money and caused the 
fourth wreck to my knowledre. My re- 
greta go to the poor woman and her 13-yenr- 
old daughter, whose property the wretch 
has dissipated away, no doubt.’

The judges at Hawthorne announced the 
following decision in the case of Jockey 
Chariey ray: “On Aug. 8 we suspended 
Jockey C. Gray pending investigation of his 
ride on the horse Incidental, a legitimate 
contender. in the first race of that day. In 
the race in question the horse was running 
easily in fifth position. Nearing the half- 
mile post under a strong pull Gray com- 
menced taking his horse back every stride 
and continued doing so until he was almost 
last and fully 2 lengths behind the leaders; 
threby destroying any possible chance of 
his winning. He kept in this position until 
coming into the stretch, and then began to 
move up. When beside the sixteenth pole. 
close in on the rail, he drew his whip and 
made a feeble exhibition of riding, finishing 
about six lengths behind the winner, In ex. 
planation Gray said he rode hard all the 
way to gat to the front. We are satisfied 
he rode purposely to lose, and evidently 
took advantage of the large field in the 
race, thinking his riding would not be ob- 
served. His suspension from all privileges 
will continue indefinitely, and we further 
recommend to the license committee of the 
American Turf Congress that his license as 
jockey be revoked forthwith.’ 


Eddie Bald, the crack cyclist, who has 
gone to England with Tod Sloan. has fall- 
en a victim to the fascination of the race 
track, and, it Is said, will soon wed Nellie 
O'Neill, the actress. Baid will follow the 
horses in England, probably under Sloan’s 
direction, and to all purposes has forsaken 
cycle racing. He said that he would ride 
in France and Italy, but his friends do not 
believe he is sincere in this declaration. 
When asked whether he would remain on 
the other side, Sloan said: ‘‘Unless some- 
thing unexpected happens I certainly shall. 
I will renew my contract with Lord Will- 
lam Beresford for next year.

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NEGROES AND LYNCH LAW. 


A convention of the Afro-American Council is in session in 
Chicago. Its chief importance lies in the fact that it will re- 
flect the opinion of the colored race on the subject of lynch- 
ings. 

A strong party among the delegates take the ground “that 
lynchings should not be tolerated either in Georgia or IIli- 
nois, and that when the State authorities are unable to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such crimes, the strong hand of the na- 
tional Government should intervene, no matter whether the 
victim be white or black.” ; 

Just how the national Government could constitutionally 
intervene to keep the peace in the circumstances the colored 
men do not say. Perhaps they never thought about it. Still, 
it is encouraging to see the negroes taking up the subject 
and discussing it. 

But should they not apply the principle of co-operation 
and division of labor to the practical question? Let the in- 
teiligent negro take care of his part of the subject. Lynch- 
ings would not occur in the South were it not for antecedent 
crimes. Suppose the negroes in council address themselves 
to these. Let them bring all their infiuence to bear to re- 
Strain the lustful brutes who make life a terror to the South- 
ern woman. That is their part, their special Guty; and it is 
not less the duty .of the whites who govern the Southern 
States to prevent lynchings or punish those who take part 
in them. If the better classes in both races do their duty, 
lynch law may be abolished. 
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President Groves of the Missouri Press Association has 
just made a strong appeal to every editor to work for the 
purification of politics. The record of the recent Legislature 
and that of the municipal administration of St. Louis, show 
how great is the necessity that some powerfu! force should be 
set to work to bring cleanliness into the politics of Missour!t 

Any account of the remarkable political conditions in Ken- 
tucky that leaves out the rich and powerful L. & N. Railroad 
is equivalent to a version of ‘“‘Hamlet’’ with the Hamlet left out.

Mr. Baker, who is now 78 years of age, 
became i]! last Friday with a virulent type 
of malaria.

@ always was a keen political student 
and the Repubiicans sent him to Congress 
in 1864, when Morrison was beaten. Two 

Cars iater he again beat Morrison; then 
® retired from active politics for 10 years, 

President Hayes sent him to Venezuela 
as Minister in 1878. and he remained till 
President Cleveland removed him, in 1886, 
when he returned to Belleville. Morrison 
had been king of the district during Ba- 
ker’s absence and had become a conspicu- 
ous tariff reform advocate. He was nomi- 
nated for Congress in 1888 and Baker be- 
came the Republican candidate against 
him. After a memorable canvass Morrison 
Was beaten, and thereafter he never ran 
for an office. 

Then came Mr Baker's defeat. He was 
renominated in 1890 against his will, and W. 
8S. Forman of East St. Louis ran against 
him. Baker refused to do any work or 
Spend any money in the race, and was de- 
feated by 100 votes.
